After two or three applications the dent 
will he raised level with the surface.

Bears tho Kind You Hava Always Bought 
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How to Take Care o t a "Watch. 

Always wind up a watch as nearly 
as possible at the same time every day 
and do it as smoothly as possible to 
avoid sudden jerks, Most watches are 
now made keyless, but if a key has to 
be used It should be kept perfectly 
clean and free from grit or flue, says 
an exchange. If a watch is hung tip, It 
must have some support at the back, 
and if laid horizontally it is well to 
place some soft substance under it for 
more general support; otherwise the 
action of the balance will cause a pen¬ 
dulous motion of the Watch and cause 
much variation In time. The watch 
pocket must be kept as free from dust 
and nap as possible, 

How to Clean Dace Collarette*.

The Lewiston Journal says that 
“The expense of running the 
Androscoggin county jail has been 
decreased about one-half under 
the enforcement of Sheriff Cum¬ 
mings. This has been partly due 
to the decrease of prisoners at the 
county jail. There were 54 Tues¬ 
day noon. This is believed to be 
the smallest number that has been 
recorded for several years. About 
half of these are from out of the 
county, several are serving sen 
tehees for larceny and a number 
are awaiting the grand jury; 
few are serving time for intoxica¬ 
tion, The expenses for food for 
the prisoners in the jail for the 
past three months is as follows: 
Pocomber, 1902, $410.20; January, 
1903, $342.80; February, 1903, $237.- 
71, The actual decrease is $182.49.”

There are few villages in Maine 
of the size of those along the line 
of the Grand Trunk which have 
the train service which we enjoy. 
With our three trains each way, 
one in the early morning, and one 
late at night, we are given a ser¬ 
vice which fills our requirements 
to the letter. It is not our purpose 
to make any comparisons, but we 
often hear the traveling men refer 
to the service along the line of the 
Maine Central, and while it is true 
that the Maine Central has a 
greater number of trains each day 
than is run by the Grand Trunk 
over this division, yet, when it is 
taken into consideration that sev¬ 
eral of them are through trains 
and only stop at the cities, it will 
be seen that the smaller towns 
along the line are not getting any 
additional service by the increased 
number of trains. 

It is possible for the people along 
the Grand Trunk, when occasion 
demands, to leave their homes in 
the morning, take their dinner in 
Boston, do half a day’s work there 
and return to Portland the same 
day; or it is possible to leave our 
homes in the morning, spend the 
day in Lewiston or Portland and 
return home at night, and these 
certainly are privileges which are 
not enjoyed by many of the larger 
villages of Maine, riot even the 
metropolis of Oxford county which 
is looking forward toward its city 
charter in the near future. 

The Grand Trunk admits of 
favorable comparison, not only 
along the line referred to, but cer¬ 
tainly the traveling public will 
hear out the statement that there 
are no better equipped passenger 
trains in Maine or even in New 
England than are afforded along 
our line. The four through trains 
are decidedly among the best 
trains which run into Maine and 
the two local trains will compare 
favorably with any of the others 
Some new coaches have recently 
been added to the through trains 
which are indeed ideal and should 
bo appreciated by all who have oc¬ 
casion to Use thorn. 

Another thing which has often 
impressed tlio NEws’ man as he 
has traveled up and down the line, 

Is the courteous treatment which is 
always received from the em 
ployees of the road. This certain¬ 
ly is a commendable feature of the 
road arid one that is vastly more 
noticeable hole than on most of the 
other roads on which wo have oc 
caslon to travel; and on the whole 
wo have no hesitancy in saying 
that wo are proud of the service 
which is rendered by the Grand 
Trunk Railway, and if any who 
have failed to appreciate It in the 
past will take careful nolice of 
some of the points touched upon 
here the next time they have oc¬ 
casion to travol on some of the 
other roads wo feel sure that they 
will over after corroborate our 
statements.

Dread of tlie Silo AU.NeedleHa. 

Many farmers write me saying if it 
Were not for the expensive machinery 
and the awful ampunt and cost of la¬ 
bor they would have built a silo long 
ago. Their dread is all imaginary. Two 
men in the field with a low down wag¬ 
on, platform not over two feet from 
the ground, will cut and draw in along¬ 
side the cutter table twenty tons per 
day easily, and I will take it off the 
wagon and feed it through the cutter 
Just as easily, boy will keep it scat¬ 
tered in the silo, and that is all there 
is to it. Counting all—labor, teams and 
expenses—it cost me just about 30 
cents per ton to store my silage. An 
antisiloist made a statement lately in a 
dairy paper that it costs the best part 
of $1,000 to build a silo and procure 
the machinery. Bosh! I did the same 
, thing and filled the silo to boot for a 
little over $ 100 , affirms L. W. Ligbty in 
National Stockman. 

How to Get Ahead of the Inaecta. 

Ono cannot do better on the farm 
late in fall and winter than to make 
a thorough search in the orchard and 
garden for Insect pests and their eggs 
or larvoe. The best way to destroy 
many insects is to prevent their mil¬ 
lions of eggs from hatching. Many of 
these are laid on the twigs and in the 
bark of the orchard trees. The tree 
borers and grubs bury themselves 
nt the base of the trees and inside of 
the bark, and there hibernnte. The 
flies and insects glue their eggs to 
twigs and bushes or bore pinholes in 
the trees and deposit them there. Mil¬ 
lions of these eggs are laid for another 
season’s crop of insect pests. By de¬ 
stroying these eggs we get ahead of the 
pests and greatly limit their ravages.
